Dear Mr. McIntyre: 

This submits proposed legislation in accordance with Office of 
Management and Budget Circular No. A-19, revised. Enclosed are 
six copies of a draft bill, "To provide death gratuity benefits for CIA 
employees." Also enclosed are copies of a sectional analysis, cost 
analysis, changes in existing law and drafts of the letters of 
transmittal to the President of the Senate and the Speaker of the House 
of Representatives, 

Overseas service is becoming increasingly more hazardous for all 
U.S. Government employees. Central Intelligence Agency personnel share 
there risks. However, unlike employees of other U.S. agencies who 
are similiarly situated, CIA personnel are not covered by any general 
death gratuity benefits if they die as a result of injuries sustained 
in the performance of their official duties. 

Dependents of State Department employees, for example, receive 
a gratuity in the amount of one year's salary. Eligible survivors 
of Defense Departra^t employees are entitled to six months pay which 
cannot be less tha^ $800 and not more than $3,000. The proposed 
legislation is designed to achieve equity for CIA employees in this 
respect. 

The bill would amend the CIA Act of 1949, as amended, and would 
thereby permit the Director of Central Intelligence to authorize the 
payemnt of a gratuity in the amount of one year's salary to _ dependents 
of CIA employees who die as a result of injuries sustained in the 
performance of duties outside the United States or who are declared 
dead under the provisions of the Missing Persons Act. 

Your advice is requested as to ivhether there is any objection 
to the submission of the proposed legislation to the Congress from 
the standpoint of the Administration's program.

Dear Mr. President: 

This letter transmits for the consideration of the Congress a draft 
bill to amend the Central Intelligence Agency Act of 1949, as amended, 
•'To authorize the Di-rector of the Central Intelligence Agency to provide 
for payment of a death gratuity to CIA employees, " 

Overseas service is becoming more hazardous for all United States 
Government employees. CIA personnel share these risks. Indeed, they 
are an especially attractive target for terrorist groups and extremist 
organizations. 

Employees of other U.S. agencies who are similarly situated 
presently are covered by a death gratuity. Dependents of State 
Department employejes v/ho die as a result of injuries sustained in 
the performance of duties outside the U.S., for example, receive 
a gratuity in the amount of one year's salary. Eligible survivors of 
Defense Department employees are entitled to six months pay which 
cannot be less than $800 and not more than $3000. 

The proposed legislation is designed to achieve equity for CIA 
employees in this respect. It amends the Central Intelligence Agency 
Act of 1949, as amended, and would permit the Director of the Central 
Intelligence A^rrt^r to authorize the payment of a gratuity in the amount 
of one year's salary to dependents of CIA employees who die as a result 
of injuries sustained in the performance of duties outside the United 
States or who are declared dead under the provisions of the Missing 
Persons Act. 
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, .1 urge Congress to give timely and favorable consideration to this 

legislation. The Office of Management and Budget has advised that there 
IS no objection to presentmg the proposed bill to the Congress from the 
standpoint of the Administration’s program.
